B. In claim 32, step (c), "and, then," should be deleted. 

C. In claim 32, line 4 of step (d), "the previous" should be deleted. 

D. In claim 32, line 5 of step (d), "(d') or," should be changed to recite -or, (d')~. 

E. In claim 32, step (e) and step (f) should be moved down to separate lines after 
step (d) and indented as in step (a), (d), (c), and (d), but not together because they are too 
difficult to read and also it is inconsistent with the format of step (a) through (d) in the same 
claim. 

F. In claim 33, line 1, "step (e)" should be changed to recite -step (f)~ because there 
is no calcination in step (e). 

G. In claim 37, the claim recites "The method as claimed in claim 32, wherein in step 
b) a basic compound the mixture is further being added into a solution of this basic compound". 
It is unclear and confusing as to what applicants meant to claim. Also, "step b)" should be 
changed to recite -step (b)~. 

H. In claim 42, line 1, shouldn't "postcombustion" be --post-combustion--? 

I. Claim 45 appears to be a duplicate or in circular of claim 3 1 (which depends from 
claim 23). It needs to be canceled.
